EXPORT OF COTTON PIECE GOODS 
EXTENSION OF VALIDITY OF Export LICENCES 

Secause of certain difficulties arising at the inception of 
export control of cotton piece goods, many exporters have 
found it impossible to export the goods within the period 
of validity of the licence which expires on 31 August, 1941. 
Arrangements have therefore been made by the Board of 
Trade and the Customs under which, subject to the excep- 
tions set out below, export licences for cotton piece goods 
which are due to expire on the above date shall be regarded 
as valid until 30 November 1941, without the necessity of 
individual validation by the Export Licensing Department. 
Kixporters will consequently continue to be able to export 
the quantities outstanding on such licences until 30 Novem- 
ber 1941, and it will not be necessary to submit the licences 
to the Board of Trade for extension. 

In the following cases, however, licences requiring exten- 
sion must be sent to the Export Licensing Department 
Inveresk House, 346, Strand, London, W.C.2, namely :

CONSUMER RATIONING ORDER* 
FURNISHING FABRICS 
The Board of Trade announce the following explanation 
and amendment in connection with fabrics recently 
exempted from rationing : 

Holland, as defined by B.S./983—1941, Addendum 1, 
refers only to Window Blind Holland and ‘Tailors’ Holland, 
and not to holland used for example for overalls and 
children’s clothing. 

Curtain Net is defined by B.S./983—1941, Addendum 1, 
as: = 

“A fabric in gauze or leno weave which may or may not 
be embellished by the addition of figuring weft yarns, of 
such openness that the interstices form not less than 60 per 
cent. of the total area.” 


SINGLE-TEXTURE WOOLLEN CLOTH 

The Board of Trade have now issued a Licence (S. R. & O. 
1941 No. 1227, price td.) under the Consumer Rationing 
Order, 1941,* permitting the supply between traders of 
single-texture 57-inch to 60-ineh woollen cloth at 45 coupons 
per yard until 31 December next. The object of this 
temporary reduction is to assist tailors to use up the existing 
stocks of this cloth, for which 5 coupons a yard is normally 
required, Cloth of this type sold to the public will continue 


to need 5 coupons.

VEHICLES DRAWING TRAILERS 


The Minister of War Transport proposes to amend the 
Regulations dealing with vehicles drawing trailers as 
follows :— 


(1) All vehicles up to 30 feet-in length will be permitted 
to draw trailers. Hitherto no vehicle exceeding 
26 feet in length has been allowed to draw a 
trailer. This concession will be subject to the 
requirement that the combination of vehicle, 
drawbar and trailer shall not exceed 60 feet in 
length. The concession will not apply to arti- 
culated vehicles. 

(2) The maximum laden weight of a combination of 
vehicle and trailer will be 32 tons instead of 
22 tons as at present, on condition that the 
trailer is equipped with power-assisted brakes 
which can be operated by the driver of the 
drawing vehicle. These brakes must not be of 
a type which are rendered ineffective if the 
engine is not running, and a warning device will 
be required to warn the driver of any impending 
failure in the vacuum or pressure system. 


These concessions are being made on the advice of the 
Inland Transport War Council with the object of increasing 
the carrying capacity of vehicles during the present emer- 
gency, and they will be discontinued at the end of the war. 


BLACK-OUT MATERIAL 


Black-out material of the kinds which may be supplied 
coupon-free may now be supplied free of quota restriction 
up to 30 September 1941.

EXTENSION OF EXEMPTION FROM REQUIREMENT 
OF PRE-ENTRY TO CONSIGNMENTS OF CERTAIN 

GOODS TO BRITISH WEST INDIES 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise give notice 
that the pre-war Customs procedure will, in future, apply 
to goods for which an export licence is not required (other 
than unaccompanied baggage and proprietary medicines) 
exported to the British West Indies provided that the 
proper Customs export entry contains in addition to the 
normal requirements the name and address of both con- 
signor and consignee of the goods. The British West Indies 
include :— 


Bahamas; Barbados; Bermuda; Jamaica (including 
Turks and Caicos Islands and the Cayman Islands) ; 
Leeward Islands, viz: Antigua, Dominica, Montserrat, 
St. Christopher and Nevis, Virgin Islands (British) ; 
Trinidad and Tobago; and Windward Islands, viz. : 
Grenada, St. Lucia, St. Vincent. 

ixporters and others concerned should note that these 
Colonies and, in addition, British Guiana and_ British 
Honduras (to which the above concession already applies) 
will not in future permit transhipment or re-export, to 
countries to which Regulation 5B of the Defence (Finance) 
Regulations applies, of goods shipped from the United 
Kingdom, unless evidence is produced to them that the 
Form ©.D.3 has been lodged at the port of exportation in 
this country. Where such evidence is required an extra 
copy of page 1 of the form should be presented to the 
Customs for certification before shipment and forwarded 
to the local agent in the Colony. Arrangements by cable 
may be authorised in exceptional circumstances.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The “ Gold Coast Gazette Extraordinary ” of 21 May contains 
the following notice :— ; 

The attention of importers is invited to “ Gazette’? Notice 
No. 579,* published in the “‘ Gold Coast Gazette Extraordinary ”’ 
No. 33, dated 17 May 1941, That notice cancels General Open 
Import Licence No. G.L.7,* and no goods may be imported into 
the Gold Coast from any country except under the authority 
of a specific import licence issued by the Comptroller of Customs. 


(2) Consideration will be given to goods proved to the 
satisfaction of the Comptroller of Customs to have been 
irrevocably ordered under the authority of General 
Open Import Licences Nos. G.L.6 or G.L.7 prior to 
16 May 1941, and a return of all such goods should be 
submitted to the Comptroller as early as possible and 
in any case not later than 9 June 1941. The return 
should include a full description of the goods, the 
country of origin and the date the order was placed 
with the suppliers. 

(3) Bona fide unsolicited gifts, including foodstuffs, from 
any country may be imported without a specific 
licence provided that such gifts are imported by 
parcels post, are addressed to individuals and the 
parcels are clearly marked as gifts, and further pro- 
vided that no parce] shall contain tea in excess of 2 Ib. 
in weight. 

(4) Specific licences will not be required in respect of :— 

(a) Commercial travellers’ samples. 

(6) Articles for which a re-importation certificate 
has been issued by the proper officer of 
Customs. 

(c) Passengers’ baggage passed as such by the proper 
Officer of Customs. 


A further notice, as follows, is contained in the ‘“‘ Gold Coast 
Gazette Extraordinary ” of 31 May :— 

With reference to paragraph 2 of “ Gazette ’’ Notice No. 580 
published in the ‘‘ Gold Coast Gazette Extraordinary” No. 34, 
dated 21 May 1941, it is notified for the information of importers 
that the latest date up to which the particulars called for may be 
submitted has been extended to 31 July 1941. This is con- 
sidered necessary in view of the fact that in a number of cases the 
particulars will have to be obtained from firms’ head offices in the 
United Kingdom. 


2. In addition to the particulars referred to above, importers 


are requested to submit to the Comptroller of Customs a return 
of all indents for goods not covered by specific licences which 
were dispatched from the Gold Coast before 17 May 1941, but 
which were not- placed with the suppliers before that date. 
Goods imported under these indents will be offset against licences 
to be issued for the second half of 1941. 

3. When applying for specific licences for goods formerly 
covered by General Open Licence importers are requested to 
submit to the Comptroller of Customs particulars of the quantity 
and/or value of their imports of similar goods from all sources 
during the second half of 1938 and the first half of 1939. 


SIERRA LEONE 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Sierra Leone “ Royal Gazette ” of 26 June contains a copy 
of Government Notice No. 507, which reads as follows:— 

The attention of Importers is drawn to the issue of the “ Royal 
Gazette’ No. 3525 of 19 June 1941 which contains new Import 
Control Regulations (Public Notice No. 77 of 1941) and a new 
General Import Licence (Government Notice No. 490 of 19 June). 

2. The new Regulations and Licence take effect as from 
19 June, and specific licences are now required for the importa- 
ww. of all goods from all places with the exceptions enumerated 
elow. 

3. Under the Regulations the following, which are the same as 
in the previous Regulations, are exempt from licences :— 


(a) goods imported in transit or for transhipment to a place 
outside Sierra Leone ; 

(5) merchandise intended for a place outside Sierra Leone 
and stores imported on board of any ship for the use 
of the officers, crew and passengers thereof and duly

reported as such, provided such merchandise or stores 
are not removed from the importing ship ; 

(c) all goods officially imported by His Majesty’s Navy, 
Army or Air Force, or the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, but not including goods imported by any 
firm or person in fulfilment of an order by such 
authorities ; 

(d) all goods officially imported by a Government Depart- 
ment but not including goods imported by any firm 
or person in fulfilment of a Government order ; 

(e) bona fide commercial travellers’ samples the property of 
commercial travellers who are or are to be in Sierra 
Leone at or within a reasonable time after the time of 
importation ; 

(f) private effects the property of and contained in the 
bona fide baggage of passengers, which the Comptroller 
or other proper officer of Customs in charge of any port 
may in his discretion accept as such ; 

(g) parcel post importations which are bona fide gifts to the 
addressee ; 

(h) all goods re-imported into Sierra Leone and accepted as 
such by the Comptroller of Customs. 

4. Under the General Licence, the importation of the following 
is authorised :— 

(1) All items of Food and Drink in Class I of the Import 
List if produced in sterling area countries and con- 
signed from South Africa ; 

(2) Foodstuffs produced in and imported from British West 
African Colonies ; 

(3) Coal and Coke, and Petroleum products from ali 
countries ; 

(4) Printed books, newspapers, etc., from all countries if 
received through the post as single copies and not for 
sale, or are imported for the personal use of the 
recipient ; 

(5) All goods which not previously subject to licence and 
which were ordered before 19 June 1941, provided 
they are imported not later than 31 August 1941. 


5. Importers should note that goods excluded from the General 
Licence and not exempted under the Regulations and which are 
ordered on or after 19 June 1941, require a specific licence before 
the goods are imported into Sierra Leone otherwise they will be 
treated as prohibited imports and will be liable to seizure. Goods 
previously uncontrolled and which are now liable to control and 
which were ordered before 19 June may be imported without a 
licence provided they are imported not later than 31 August 
1941. 7 

6. Importers are requested to furnish as early as possible a 
list of their indents issued up to 18 June, inclusive, of goods 
which have now become liable to control and which have not yet 
been imported. 


ANGLO-EGYPTIAN SUDAN 
IMPORT AND EXPORT CONTROL 
The Board of Trade have been informed by the Sudan Govern- 


ment that as from 1 August 1941 all imports into and exports 
from the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan are subject to licence.

POSTAL SECTION 


AIRGRAPH SERVICE TO THE MIDDLE EAST 


The Postmaster-General and the War Office have announced 
that airgraph letters addressed to personnel of H.M. Forces 
serving in the Middle East can be accepted. 
Her Majesty The Queen inaugurated the service on 15 August 
by sending the first message to General Sir Claud Auchinleck, 
Commander-in-Chief, Middle East. The Airgraph service is 
available for messages addressed to :— 
(i) Personnel of His Majesty’s Army and Royal Air Force 
serving with the Middle East Force and the East African 
Force and 

(ii) Personnel of His Majesty’s Ships (including Royal Fleet 
Auxiliaries and Merchant Navy vessels requisitioned for 
Naval or Military service whose address is “ c/o G.P.O. 
London ”’) which are in the Eastern Mediterranean. 





Airgraph letters for other addresses cannot at present be 
accepted. 


The charge for Airgraph letters from this country will be 34., 
the same charge as for the service from the Middle East. 


The sender should write his message, and the address to 
which it is to be sent, on a specially designed form obtainable 
free of charge at Post Offices. When completed, stamps to the 
value of 3d. should be affixed to the back of the form which 
should then be handed in at any Post Office. If preferred the 
sender may forward the completed form to London in an envelope 
addressed to “ Airgraphs,” Foreign Section, London. 

The success of this new service will depend largely upon 
senders following the simple instructions printed on the form. 
Airgraph letters not written on this special form cannot be 
accepted. 


The whole of the photographic work for the Airgraph service 


is being undertaken by Kodak, Ltd. on behalf of the Post Office, 


The corresponding service in the inward direction, which has 
been in operation for several months, has been very successful, 
nearly a million Airgraph letters having been received from the 
Middle East.
